Parents Are Warned Against Trying 
To Make Geniuses Of Their 
Children . 

Proud parents are advised by a 
teacher of psychology to stop trying 
to make ‘geniuses’ out of pre-school 
age’ children. 

Dr. Alexander Schneiders, psychol- 
ogist of Loyola University, says par- 
ents cause “irreparable harm“ to 
youngsters by heiping “to develop 
either social or educational mal- 
adjustments”. 

Asserting it was “impossible to 
make anything like a genius out of 
the average child.“ Dr. Schneiders 
deplored a widespread tendency, par- 
ticularly among educated persons, to 
satisfy their own egos by forcing 
their children into intellectual moulds 
ill-suited to their native capacity or 
temperament.” 

Compelling children even before 
they are able to hold their books up- 
right— to recite poems, count up to 
100, or name offhand the streets of 
the cities in which they live, were 
named by Dr. Schneiders as among 
the practices used in parental efforts, 
to develop precocious youngsters.
